import these seven varieties, gave notice 
that after Jan. 1, 1926, Americans could 
no longer import bulbs of the great fam- 
ily of Narcissi. 

Attention this fall is therefore naturally 
centered upon the bulbs which are now 
obtainable at reasonable prices but which, 
after three years, may be had at greatly 
increased expense, but probably will not 
be obtainable at all. 

The Narcissi may fairly be considered 
the most important of the spring flower- 
ing bulbs, when their value in the garden 
border and their peculiar merit for indoor 
and greenhouse forcing are considered. 
No bulb can take the place of the Paper 
White Narcissus in the ease and certainty 
with which it can be forced into flower, 
when placed in a bowl of gravel and 
water, or fibre and water. Millions of 
Americans who dwell in apartments have 
no other garden than this. 

Coming two to three weeks before the 
earliest tulips, the daffodils begin the out- 
door garden season. They furnish the 
first fine display of color in the border. 
Without them, we in the north will be 
denied three of our all-too-few weeks of 
garden glory.

after Jan. 1, 1926, we will be unable to replace narcissi. 
As for the seven bulbs named in the second paragraph above 
which are admitted by special amendment for a period of three 


years, the experience of the last four 
years under embargo has proved that 
when they are barred from import, they 
are off the American market. All are 
decidedly worth while in the garden, and 
the opportunity to obtain a supply should 
not be overlooked. Scillas and snow- 
drops may be planted near a south win- 
dow, from which their beauty may be en- 
joyed, though cold March winds make it 
uncomfortable outdoors. 

These, with the grape hyacinths, and 
glory of the snow, are best grown in 
masses, grouped in the border, tucked 
between hardy plants. Shallow rooted 
annuals may be grown in the same place, 
and the bulbs are all very hardy in such 


a location, and likely to be permanent. 


Crown imperials (Fritillaria Imperialis) 
send up a stout tuft of leaves on a 
strong stem, two feet high, and beneath 
this leafy crown is a circle of bell flowers, 
ranging from brick red to orange in color. 
Guinea hen flowers (Fritillaria meleagris) 
are slender plants never more than a foot 
high, which hang out a large, drooping 
bell flower remarkable for its checkered 
coloring in purple and white. A pure 
white variety is even more showy. They 
establish themselves in shady corners and 
are always intereting.

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nied us will not lessen the impor- 
tance of tulips, hyacinths, lilies and 
crocus, which still are on the meag- 
er list of bulbs allowed free entry 
to our country, though the Federal 
Horticultural Board makes no se- 
cret of its intention soon to shut 
them out. 

May flowering tulips continue to 
dominate the spring flowering -bulb 
season, and each year wonderful 
displays of Darwin, Cottage and 
Breeder tulips, which are to be seen 
in increasing numbers, make new 
converts to the ranks of tulip grow- 
ers. Were these flowers to blossom 
at the height of the season, when 
dozens of other beauties would vie 
with them for favor, they would 
still be unrivaled in color range and 
delicacy. The fact that they come 
in early May, when there is naught 
to challenge their supremacy, makes 
them indispensable. The garden 
that lacks them is dull, indeed. 

Because of the lack of other flow- 
ers in their season, tulips should be 
planted liberally. How many there 
are who, instead of dozens, could 
afford hundreds, or instead of hun- 
dreds, could enjoy thousands? A 
small planting is tantalizing; one 
desires their beauty for indoor 
vases, or to give joy to friends, but 
dare not cut them lest the garden 
display be ruined. With liberal 
plantings, all that are desired may 


How to Plant Bulbs 


LANT all fall bulbs except tulips as soon 
as they can be secured. Plant tulips when 
the leaves fall. 

Drainage is essential. Dig the soil deeply— 
eighteen inches if possible, pulverize fine, and 
if heavy, place a cushion of sand under the 
larger bulbs, especially lilies. 

Use no barnyard manure unless it can be 
spaded into the ground the spring previous to 
planting. Bone meal is the only safe fertilizer 
and should be used freely. 

If planting with a dibber, take care that the 
bulb rests on the soil and is not “hung’’—that 


is, left with a hole beneath it caused by the 
point of the dibber. 


Lilies, especially the Japanese varieties, usu- 
ally arrive too late to be planted before No- 
vember. Cover the place selected for them 
with a heavy mulch so the ground will not 
freeze and plant the lilies at once when re- 
ceived. the ground is frozen wait until 
spring and plant as early as the ground can be 
worked. 

_Plant bulbs as a rule one and a half times 
the depth of the bulb, early tulips 4 to 5 inches 
deep, the larger late tulips 5 to 6 inches deep, 
marcissus and hyacinths 5 to 6 inches deep, 
lilies 6 inches deep, crocuses and small bulbs 2 
inches deep.

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eAutumn 1s the Time to Make a Lawn 


ANY gardening operations are more satisfactorily performed 
in the Fall than in the Spring. In the sowing of grass seed, 
to make a new lawn, or to improve an old lawn, Fall opera- 

tions have numerous advantages. Itis nature’s way to drop grass 
-seed in Summer; the seeds are washed into the soil when the first 
Fall rains come, and germinate in time to establish roots before the 
ground is frozen. Growth is resumed with the first thaws of early 
Spring, and roots are being strengthened when spring-sown seed is 
just undergoing germination. Where a new lawn is sown in the 
Fall the inevitable bare spots show up early in the Spring, permitting 
‘resowing in time to cover them for the summer and produce a sightly 
‘sweep of lawn in the season when it is most desirable. 

During the first Winter after the lawn has been started it is 
advisable to protect it with about an eighth of an inch of top 


dressing consisting of a mixture of compost and sand, if the lawn is 
not sandy or just the compost if soilis sandy. For extreme cold in 
the northern states a thin covering of well-rotted manure can be 
used. It should be applied carefully so as not to have too much 
in spots, or it will smother the grass. 

The following quantities of seed will give a uniform thick growth 
for the given space, but can be increased if desired. 

One pound for 300 square feet; 5 pounds for 1,500 square feet; 
10 pounds for 3,000 squart feet; 15 pounds for 4,250 square feet; 
25 pounds for one-fourth acre; 50 pounds for one-half acre; 100 pounds 
for one acre. A 25-foot lot, deducting for usual house space and out- 
buildings requires about 5 pounds; a 50-foot lot about 10 pounds. 
If intended for renovating an old lawn, use about half above 
quantities.

They vary in color 
from almost jet black, crimson and scar- 
let, purple to lilac, mauve, pink and in- 
describable intermediate blending and 
pastel shades. Yellow is the one color 
missing, but this can be supplied from 
the Cottage varieties listed on following 
pages and from the richly blended 
Breeders, varieties may be chosen which 
will increase the effectiveness of a plant- 
ing of the pastel tints ‘so prevalent 
among the Darwins. 

Planting. Plant four or five inches 
deep and six inches apart in raised beds 
or borders so that the bulbs are slightly 
above the level of adjacent lawn or 
walks. In preparing the ground, use 
Vaughan’s Rosegrower Bonemeal (three 
handfuls to a square yard), thoroughly 
mixed through the soil.

F all bulbs which the amateur can grow successfully indoors, the 
Amaryllis is at once the largest, most beautiful, surest to flower 
and most easly handled. Our new hybrids, especially, are so 

gorgeous in size and coloring as to amaze those not fam.liar with them. 
From a single stem, spring from one to three lily-like flowers, six to 
eight inches in diameter. So vigorous are the bulbs that they will 
blossom if stood on a table in a warm room, but it is better to grow 
them in pots. 

They thr-ve best in a compost of two-thirds good garden loam or 
loam from an old pasture, with one-th rd leaf mold, to which should 
be added a little sand. The time to start the bulbs is from January 
to the end of Ayril, though if wantedin bloom durng the winter 
months, they can be otted up in October. They require temr era- 
ture of 50 to 55 degrees, and if to be forced it should be raised ten 
degrees. 

The size of the pot depends on the variety and size of bulb. A 
six-inch or seven-inch pot will accommodate one bulb of most vari- 
et'es, though some of the “monster” bulbs require as large asa 10- 
inch or 12-inch pot. Place only one bulb in each pot, cover ng it as 
far as the neck or upper.narrow part. Water sparingly at first until 
the flower shoots begin to appear. Some growers keep them in the 
dark until the flower stems are four or five inches long, and then 
bring them to the light, but this is not necessary where forcing is not 
intended. 

After flowering they should be placed in a warm house, or warm 
window, or set outs de in sand or cinders and watered every day, 
(sometimes tw ce a day) until the end of August when water should 
be gradually withheld and the bulbs allowed to go to rest. In Sep- 
tember or October the pots should be laid on their sides under the 
greenhouse stage or outdoors against a shady fence wall.

Spade over the ground thoroughly to a depth of 18 inches before planting 
Lilies and enrich it by adding equal portions of leafmould, peat and rotten 
manure. Plant the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep putting some sand under and 
around the bulbs, and after covering protect with six or eight inches of leaves 
or other litter, which must be removed in late spring. 


April planting is advisable, if prevented planting the previous fall. 

Indoor Culture. — Lilies should be potted immediately upon receipt, if 
intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting use a compost of fibrous 
loam and sweet decomposed leaf soil, with plenty of coarse sand or a mixture 
of good peat, loam, and sand, adding to the compost a few pieces of charcoal. 
See that the pot is well drained. The bulb should be set about half-way down 
in the pot and barely covered with soil, thus leaving room to top dress and fill 
the pot with more soil when stem-roots appear above the bulb. Aftev potting, 
give a thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady situation, 
then cover with ashes or long straw. After they have stood from three weeks 
to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring inside, in a temperature of about 66°; 
let the plants grow slowly under a bench or some other suitable place until 
about, 6 inches high; then place on top of the bench. An occasional application 
of liquid cow manure, starting about six weeks before flowering time will stim- 
ulate the plant wonderfully.

8. Remove all broken branches and cut back at least one-half of the pre- 
vious year’s growth of wood. 
9. If the season lacks the usual rainfall water thoroughly twice a week. 
10. Cultivate. Keep soilin dust mulech—cultivate.

Soil. For all planting, the earth should be in good tilth, especially where small 
plants are to be set. A goodrule to follow is: ‘‘The smaller the plant the finer 
the soil.’”” Good preparation is half the battle. If manure is to be had, and it is 
possible, spade in a liberal quantity the fall before setting. Remove all quack 
and other roots. Good drainage is desirable, and can usually be secured by dig- 
ging to a depth of about three feet and filling in the bottom with coarse stones 
“Where very wet, drain withland tile. If the soilis sour or acid, dress with slacked 
lime, two handfuls to the square yard, and dig in with a fork.
